A number of PHS students had the 
privilege this past June of attending 
the 24th annual Virginia Music Camp 
at Massanetta Springs near Harrison- 
burg. There were four groups. of 
musicians — three vocal and one in- 
strumental.

Today PHS receives a staggering 
486 new students from lower schools 
in the area compared to the 180 who 
came last year.

Also, a basement classroom has 
been converted into an auxiliary cafe- 
teria to provide more space for the 
overflow. The teaching staff has been 
increased to 75.

The eighth grade 
will have Miss Cabaniss as counselor.

When it was announced that Bol- 
ling Junior High School would be 
closed permanently on June 9, 1963, 
plans were made at PHS to accom- 
modate the more than 250 eighth 
graders who have gone to Junior 
High.

This is being 
remedied, however, as books are 
brought from the Jr. High library. On 
opening day, confusion will reign 
among the tighth grades from 
Walnut Hill School as they have 
never changed classes after each 
period before. It is a certainty, 
though, that these and other problems 
will be solved with the passing of 
time.

Eighth Grade

Eleventh Grade 


The PSAT and the National Merit 
Scholarship Qualifying Test should 
be registered for and taken.

The choice of colleges 
should be narowed down to three or 
four, and arrangements for visits to 
the should be made. Interviews with 
the admissions officer are in order. 
Is summer school necessary to com- 
plete requirements? If so, it must be 
planned now. 


Twelth Grade 


This is the year to apply to a col- 
lege — as early as possible. College 
boards may be taken for a second 
time this year, and visiting colleges 
is imperative if it has not been pre- 
viously completed. This year is the 
time to bone up on the books and 
make preparatory arrangements for 
the life at the chosen college. 
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
